A Dwarf Tree. 

A curious instance of dwarfism in 
pines. is recorded by Mr. C. E. Bessey, 
of the University of Nebraska. On 
Green mountain, near Bouider, Colo., 
he found a crevice in the rock at the 
summit a pine tree (Pinus albicaulis 
Engelm), only thirteen centimeters 
(under three inches) high and five mil- 
limeters (one-fifth inch) in diameter.

Their cnly 
desire is to strengthen the bonds now 
existing.

AUSTRALIA’S BIG PIPE LINE. 


Tubes Will Be Laid. on Top the Ground 
and Be 328 Miles Long. 

From the Philadelphia Record: 
When mention is made of the pipe lines 
of the eastern United States, which 
range from six to eight inches in diam- 
eter, some of them being over 1,000 
miles long, tse credulity of the listener 
is severely tested; but remarkable as 
these lines are, the one about to be 
constructed in west Australia is still 
more wonderful, both in point. of mag- 
nitude- and engineering difficulties to 
be surmounted. This line, which runs 
to Coolgardie, will be 246 miles in 
length, of steel riveted pipe thirty-one 
inches in diameter, and varying in 
thickness from three-sixteenths to five- 
sixteenths. Besides this there -will be 
eighty-two miles of welded pipe, from 
in 


twenty-six to twenty-nine inches 


| diameter and one-quarter inch in thick- 


ness. The project has for its object the 
delivery of 5,000,000. gallons of water 
per day at a point in the interior of 
Australia, 328 miles from the reservoir 
in the mountains, where it is im- 
pounded. To force the water through 
the line for this long distance not only 
must its friction be overcome, but it 
has to be actually lifted some 1,300 
feet. This of itself would appear to be 
such an obstacle as to deter engineers 
from attempting the transmission, and 
yet, notwithstanding this and other, 
perhaps greater, difficulties, the line is 
to be built. The desert through which 
the pipe line is to run is so impreg- 
nated with salts corrosive to iron that 
it is impracticable to bury the pipes in 
the soil in the usual manner; conse- 
quently they must be laid on the sur- 
face. This construction introduces an- 
other serious factor, namely, the ex- 
pansion of the line due to variations of 
temperature. When a pipe line is 
buried the variations of temperature 
are not large enough to be appreciable, 
but when exposed to the wide ranges

This ex- 
pansion is to be provided for by a 
‘special expansion joint, formed by a 
double stuffing box, with rubber rings 
placed at intervals of 120 feet. The 
best English engineering talent to be 
had has been engaged to supervise the 
erection of the line and to cope with 
the original problems that invariably 
rise in a work of this magnitude. 


Reward for Presence of Mind.

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Is the Profits Ta'ked of in a 
Beet Sugar Factory. 


A Preliminary Meeting Was Held 
Last Night and a Committee was 
Appointed to Arrange for an Ex- 
cursion to Bay City. 


A preliminary meeting of those inter- 
ested in the establishment of a beet 
Sugar factory in this city was held at 
the store of Wadhams, Ryan & Reule 
last evening. Among those present 
were Mayor Hiscock, Gottlob Luick, 
Harry Douglass, S. W. Beakes, John F. 
Lawrence, E. S. Gilmore, Titus Hutzel, 
‘Wm. Dansingburg, T. W. Kearney, J. 
D. Ryan, Chas. A. Ward, J. F. Schuh, 
Paul G. Suekey, Glen V. Mills, Evart 
scott, Warren W. Wadhams, Andrew 


“Reule, W. P. Stevens and Dr. Burke. 


Mayor Hiscock, in calling the meeting 
to order, said he was sorry that tunere 
was not a larger attendance upon a 
matter like this, which should interest 
ail the citizens. A beet sugar factory 
would be of material advantage to Ann 
Arbor. It would help every farmer ana 
thus help the business interests cf the 
In Bay City the real estate value. 
are increasing on account of the beet 
Sugar factory. If it is thought advisable 
a committee can be appointed to interesi 
capital. The smallest amount that is 
necessary to be raised for the establish- 
ment of a factory is $300,000, and it runs 
from that up to $450,000. . 

J. D. Ryan was the next speaker. He 
said that the farmers around Bay City 
net from $29 to $60 an acre raising sugar 
beets. The stock for a second factory 
in Bay City was taken in no time, and a 
third factory will be started up to ac- 
commeodate those who did not get in cn 
the inside of the second factory. 

Harry W. Douglass presented some 
figures to show the profits in a beet 
Sugar factory. They were as follows: 

A 500 ton plant running the limit of 
100 days in the year, will purchase from 
the farmers—50,000 tons of beets. At $4 
per ton this means that there will be 
distributed among the farmers $200,000 
per year. One pound of sugar can be 
manufactured for 3 cents. The whole- 
Sale price of sugar is § cents. With a 
bounty of 1 cent allowed by the state 
this wiil mean a profit of 3 cents a 
pound. A 500 ton factory will manufac- 
cure 9,000,000 bushels of sugar a year. 
This would mean $270,000 profits a year, 
Which on an investment of $450, 0GU 
-would mean 60 per cent dividend. 

fix-Mayor Beakes spoke upon the ad- 
vantage in catering to the trade cf the 
farmers in this community. 

Paul G. Suekey, who made the beet 
Sugar industry in Germany a Study for 
a number of years, was most enthusias- 
tic over the subject. He answered tech- 
nical questions about the proc2ss, the 
Kind of soil required in a manner that 
showed him very conversant with the 
subject. He said that a 500-ton factory 
would cost from $450,000 to $465,000, ana 
would take eight months for construc- 
tion. He advised haste so as to get in 
While the bounty lasted. He also said 
that Washtenaw county was particu- 
larly adapted to the growing of beet 
sugar, and if the citizens here would 
raise $380,000 or $100,000 there would be no 
trouble in getting all the rest of the 
money from Detroit from men who 
Knew what a good thing was when they 
were introduced to it. 

Senator Ward was next called upon, 


| He said that he was personally opposed 


to a state bounty on sugar on principle 
as he did not believe in the state pay- 
ing for private enterprises. He said 
that he would be glad if the state would 
pay 1 per cent bounty each for every 
newspaper he published, and then some- 
body was unkind enough to suggest 
that kind of a bounty would not benefit 
him any because he don’t Publish a 
hews(?)paper. 

J. D. Ryan took exceptions to this 
position by saying that a bounty on 
each newspaper would not enhance the 
value of property in general, while a 
Sugar bounty raises from values and 
benefits the entire state in this way. 

Titus Hutzel also took a fall out of 
the senator. He said he thought that 
Mr. Ward was not taking a very good 
position in opposing anything that 
would help the community. 

Mx. Ward said that he was misun- 
derstood. That while he was personally 
opposed to the sugar bounty he would 
continue to represent the interests of 
the district. l 

It was finally decided that Mayor His- 
cock, Titus Hutzel and Harry Douglass 
should be a committee to interest cap- 
italists in arranging for an excursion 
to Bay City so that they could person- 
ally inspect the factory there Tk mne

Evils Due to the Curse of the European 
Military Systems, 


Mrs. Edwin D. Mead, in graphic 
language, depicted “The Horrors of 
Armed Peace” at the Mills’ meeting 
at Parker Memorial in Boston. At 
the outset She gave her hearers, who 
occupied practically every seat in the 
roomy auditorium, a very accurate no- 
tion of what $1,000,000 means, by 
saying upon the word of a paper ex- 
pert that 1,000,000 paper dollars piled 
one upon another would make a col-

monument. Then she proceeded to say 
that England alone annually expends 
$1,000,000,000 to maintain her vast 
armies simply that she may say at the 
year’s end that her armies are pre- 


pared for war—that she is no worse 


off than she was a year ago except as 
to the increase of taxes.” 

“In this country,” the speaker con- 
tinued, “we know. little enough of the 
curse of the military systems of the 
countries of Europe: We find time to 
be interested in football, baseball, 
whist, and other trivial matters, but 
we do not stop to study the effect of 
the European military systems upon 
ourselves. They affect us only in- 
directly, it may be, but seriously, 


nevertheless. .They send thousands of . 


people fleeing to our shores to fill 
our almhouses and our prisons. In 


the meanwhile, the young men of 


Europe are taken from the fields, the 
factories, and the productive ‘trades 
and driven into the armies, there to 
lead lives of idleness, performing only 
such work as prepares them for pos- 
sible future work of destruction.” 

“And to these great military bodies,” 
she asserted, “are traceable many of 
the great evils of the day. The social 
evil is very nearly allied to the mili- 
tary systems. Democracy and free- 
dom of thought is being crushed out 
by them, while the money spent in 
their maintenance would eliminate 
poverty, provide medical attendance 
for all in need of it, establish public 
baths, literary and technical schools, 
libraries, museums of art. Therefore 
the question of disarmament becomes 
the most tremendous question in the 
world. An armed peace is as terrible 
as the thing it is intended to pre- 
vent.” 

Mrs. Mead would not have the na- 
tions of the world disarm themselves 
at one fell swoop. She would have 
the armies gradually decreased until 
they remained nothing more than po- 
lice forces for the maintenance af ar.

If it is thought advisable 
a committee can be appointed to interesi 
capital. The smallest amount that is 
necessary to be raised for the establish- 
ment of a factory is $300,000, and it runs 
from that up to $450,000. 

J. D. Ryan was the next speaker. He 
said that the farmers around Bay City 
net from $29 to $60 an acre raising sugar 
beets. The stock for a second factory 
in Bay City was taken in no time, and a 


third factory will be started up to ac- 


commeodate those who did not. get in cn 
the inside of the second factory. 

Harry W. Douglass presented some 
figures to show the profits in a beet 
sugar factory. They were as follows: 

A 500 ton plant running the limit of 
100 days in the year, will purchase from 
the farmers—50,000 tons of beets. At $4 
per ton this means that there will be 
distributed among the farmers $200,000 
per year. One pound of sugar can be 
manufactured for 3 cents.. The whole- 
sale price of sugar is § cents. With a 
bounty of 1 cent allowed by the state 
this wiil mean a profit of 3 cents a 
pound. A 500 ton factory will manufac- 
cure 9,000,000 bushels cf sugar a year. 
This would mean $270,000 profits a year, 
Which on an investment of $450,000 
would mean 60 per cent dividend. 

Ex-Mayor Beakes spoke upon the ad- 
vantage in catering to the trade cf the 
farmers in this community. 

Paul G. Suekey, who made the beet 
Sugar industry in Germany a study for 
a number of years, was most enthusias- 
tic over the subject. He answered tech- 
hical questions about the procass, the 
kind of soil required in a manner that 
showed him very conversant with the 
subject. He said that a 500-ton factory 
would cost from $450,000 to $465,000, ana 
would take eight months for construc- 
tion. He advised haste so as to get in 
While the bounty lasted. He also said 
that Washtenaw county was Particu- 
larly adapted to the growing of beet 
Sugar, and if the citizens here would 
raise $80,000 or $100,600 there would be no 
trouble in getting all ‘the rest of the 
money from Detroit from. men who 
knew what a good thing was when they 
were introduced to it. 

Senator Ward was next called upon,

to a state bounty on sugar on principle 
as he did not believe in the state pay- 
ing for private enterprises. He said 
that he would be glad if the state would 
pay 1 per cent bounty each for every 
newspaper he published, and then some- 
body was unkind enough to suggest 
that kind of a bounty would not benefit 
him any because he don’t Publish a 
hews(?)paper. 

J. D. Ryan took exceptions to this 
position by saying that a bounty on 
each newspaper would not enhance the 
value of property in general, while a 
Sugar bounty raises from values and 
benefits the entire state in this way. 

Titus Hutzel also took a fall out of 
the senator. He said he thought that 
Mr. Ward was not taking a very good 
position in opposing anything that 
would help the community. 


Mz. Ward said that he was misun- | 


derstood. That while he was personally 
Opposed to the sugar bounty he would 
continue to represent the interests of 
the district. 

It was finally decided that Mayor His- 
cock, Titus Hutzel and Harry Douglass 
Should be a committee to interest cap- 
italists in arranging for an excursion 
to Bay City so that they could person- 
ally inspect the factory there. It was 
suaranteed that if capitalists would £0 
there they would come back more than 
ready to subscribe for stock.

HORRORS OF ARMED PEACE, 


_Evils Due to the Curse of the European 


Military Systems. 


Mrs. Edwin D. Mead, in graphic 
language, depicted “The Horrors of 
Armed Peace” at the Mills’ meeting 
at Parker Memorial in Boston. At 
the outset She gave her hearers, who 
occupied practically every seat in the 
roomy auditorium, a very accurate no- 
tion of what $1,000,000 means, by 
saying upon the word of a paper ex- 
pert that 1,000,000 paper dollars piled 
one upon another would make a col- 
umn 40 feet higher than Bunker hill 
monument. Then she proceeded to say 
that England alone annually expends 
$1,000,000,000 to maintain her vast 
armies simply that she may say at the 
year’s end that her armies are pre- 


pared for war—that she is no worse 


off than she was a year ago except as 
to the increase of taxes.” 

“In this country,” the speaker con- 
tinued, “we know. little enough of the 
curse of the military systems of the 
countries of Europe. We find time to 
be interested in football, baseball, 
whist, and other trivial matters, but 
we do not stop to study the effect of 
the European military systems upon 
ourselves. They affect us only in- 
directly, it may be, but seriously, 
nevertheless. .They send thousands of 
people fleeing to our shores to fill 
our almhouses and our prisons. In 


the meanwhile, the young men of 


Europe are taken from the fields, the 
factories, and the productive ‘trades 
and driven into the armies, there to 
lead lives of idleness, performing only 
such work as prepares them for pos 
sible future work of destruction.” 
“And to these great military bodies,” 
she asserted, “are traceable many of 
the great evils of the day. The social 
evil is very nearly allied to the mili- 
tary systems. 
dom of thought is being crushed out 


by them, while the money spent in 


their maintenance would eliminate 
poverty, provide medical attendance 
for all in need of it, establish public 
baths, literary and technical schools. 
libraries, museums of art. Therefore 
the question of disarmament becomes 
the most tremendous question in the 
world. An armed peace is as terrible 
as the thing it is intended to pre- 
vent.” 

Mrs. Mead would not have the na- 
tions of the world disarm themselves 
at one fell swoop. She would have 
the armies gradually decreased until 
they remained nothing more than po- 
lice forces for the maintenance of or- 
der in more savage parts. 

She had less to say against the 
navies of ue world, for, she explain- 
ed, it is armies and not navies that 
overrun countries, threatening peace 
and morals. “I never heard of an ad- 
miral seizing a government and es- 
tablishing himself dictator,” she said.

ITCHING, 
| Persistent itching is a symptom of 
| many diseases of the skin, but it may 
also be a sign of disorder of some of the 
internal organs, more particularly of 
the liver or kidneys. Sometimes, how- 
ever, it occurs in persons who appear 
3 be otherwise in perfect heaith, and 


who have no visible affection of the 
skin. 

Temporary itching is often caused by 
the eating of certain articles of food, 
especially shell-fish; even fruits, such 
as strawberries, are eaten by some un- 
fortunate individuals only at the ex- 
pense of a most annoying itching of the 
entire body for an hour or two. 

That form of itching for which no 
cause can be found, either on the sur- 
face of the body or within it, is re- 
garded by most physicians as a nervous 
malady, and has been dignified by the 
special name “pruritus,” which is sim- 
ply the Latin name for itching. Per- 
sons of advanced life sometimes suffer 


severely from a pruritus which is ex- 


ceedingly difficult or impossible to re- 
lieve, for the reason that it is due to 
changes in the skin consequent upon 
old age. . 

A very common ‘form of pruritus is 
caused by cold acting upon the skin, 
and is called for this reason “winter 
itch.” It is felt chiefly on the insides 
of the legs and thighs, although it may 
occur on the upper extremities, or even 
over the entire body. It gives no trou- 
ble in summer, or even in warm days 
in winter, but in frosty, snappy weath- 
er it is intense. Coarse underclothing 
may aggravate it, but it occurs even 
when the finest and smoothest silk is 
worn. It is usually worse at night 
when the sufferer is undressing, but 
gets better as he warms up in the bed. 

The treatment of itching varies with 
the cause, but some form of external 
application is almost always used, 
whatever may be the underlying trou- 
ble. In case of general itching much 
relief is often afforded by an alkaline 
bath made by dissolving three or four 
ounces of borax, or five or six ounces of 
bicarbonate of soda in thirty gallons of 
water. 

When the itching is local, a useful 
plan is to mop the part with a sponge 
or cloth dipped in a saturated solution 
of borax as hot as can be borne, or to 
apply a hot-water bag. The itching 
is often made bearable, if not actually 
cured, by applications of dilute water 
of ammonia, vinegar, brandy, a solu- 
tion of carbolic acid—one part of acid 
in twenty parts of water—or carbolized 
oil of twenty per cent strength. 

Finally, we may repeat the advice 
which doctors always give, and which 
few do or can follow—don’t scratch!

aoe & Record on Starfish. 

The steamer Cleo, of New Haven, 
Capt. Haskins, has this season broken 
the record in capturing starfish from 
oyster beds. The steamer in the past 
eight weeks has taken up over 5,000 
bushels of starfish from the vicinity 
of the Mansfield beds at Bayside. The 
oyster planters have recently adopted 
the plan of leaving the margin between 
the channel and the oysters and also 
between the beds, which enables the 
steamers to dredge along the edge of 
the channel and between the oyster 
beds and capture the starfish before 
they get in the beds. ‘The enormous 
catch of the Cleo, which has averaged 
100 bushels per day, is carried daily to 
Warren, where it is mainly given to 
the farmers, who carry the fish away 
for fertilizing purposes. The starfish 
are not more plentiful than during for- 
mer seasons, but the system of dredg- 
ing along the margins of the beds has 
been productive of larger captures of 
the pests, and may in time practically 
exterminate them on sections occupied 
by oysters.

That form of itching for which no 
cause can be found, either on the sur- 
face of the body or within it, is re- 
garded by most physicians as a nervous 
malady, and has been dignified by the 
special name “pruritus,” which is sim- 
ply the Latin name for itching. Per- 
sons of advanced life sometimes suffer 


ceedingly difficult or impossible to re- 
lieve, for the reason that it is due to 
changes in the skin consequent upon 
old age. 

A very common ‘form of pruritus is 
caused by cold acting upon the skin, 
and is called for this reason “winter 
itch.” It is felt chiefly on the insides 


occur On the upper extremities, or even 
over the entire body. 
ble in summer, or even in warm days 
in winter, but in frosty, snappy weath- 
er it is intense. Coarse underclothing 
may aggravate it, but it occurs even 
when the finest and smoothest silk is 
worn. 
when the sufferer is undressing, but 
gets better as he warms up in the bed. 

The treatment of itching varies with 
the cause, but some form of external 
application is almost always used, 
whatever may be the underlying trou- 
ble. In case of general itching much 
relief is often afforded by an alkaline 
bath made by dissolving three or four 
ounces of borax, or five or six ounces of 
bicarbonate of soda in thirty gallons of 
water. 

When the itching is local, a useful 
plan is to mop the part with a sponge 
or cloth dipped in a saturated solution 
of borax as hot as can be borne, or to 
apply a hot-water bag. The itching 
is often made bearable, if not actually 
cured, by applications of dilute water 
of ammonia, vinegar, brandy, a solu- 
tion of carbolic acid—one part of acid

The steamer Cleo, of New Haven, 
Capt. Haskins, has this season broken | 


the record in capturing starfish from | 


oyster beds. The steamer in the past 
eight weeks has taken up over 5,000 
bushels of starfish from the vicinity 
of the Mansfield beds at Bayside. The 
Oyster planters have recently adopted 
the plan of leaving the margin between 
the channel and the oysters and also 
between the beds, which enables the 
steamers to dredge along the edge of 
the channel and between the oyster 
beds and capture the starfish before 
they get in the beds. 
catch of the Cleo, which has averaged 
100 bushels per day, is carried daily to 
Warren, where it is mainly given to 
the farmers, who carry the fish away 
for fertilizing purposes. The starfish 
are not more plentiful than during for- 
mer seasons, but the system of dredg- 
ing along the marging of the beds has 
been productive of larger captures of 
the pests, and may in time practically 
exterminate them on sections occupied 
by oysters.

POOR ALBION, 


In the current issue of the Michigan 
Christian Advocate, which came out to- 
day, there appeared, under the head ‘of 
“Albion Notes” a comprehensive write- 
up of the recent Albion-Normal orator- 
ical contest. Among the gems of thought 
scattered through the hundred odd lines 
of the article there glistened the fol- 
lowing: 

‘““Albion had the affirmative—by far 
the harder side—of the question: ‘Re- 
solved, that the United States construct 
and control of the Nicaragua canal.’ 

“The decision of the judges was two 
to one for the negative. Much dissatis- 
faction has been manifested over the 
outcome. Even the Normal debaters 
had not expected to win. The impar- 
tiality of the judges is undoubted, how- 
ever. Prof. McLaughlin, in an inter- 
view after the contest, stated that he 
was undecided how to cast his vote un- 
til the last moment, and was not yet 
sure that he had decided correctly. He 
gave as his reason for the decision ihat 
Albion had not tried to meet certain of 
their opponents’ arguments, though he 
believed they could easily have done so 
had they tried. Whatever the outcome 
we are to be proud of our team.” 

It would have been rather better taste 
on the part of the Albionites to have 
preserved absolute silence upon the 
subject of the contest than thus to have 
laid bare to public gaze their troubled 
hearts and the ranklings of defeat deep 
within. That they should have felt dis- 
appointed is to be expected. That they 


‘had not sufficient self-control to con- 


ceal their grief is to be deplored. It 
hardly seems fair to the board of judges 
to drag one of the members into print 
and make him piace public balm upon 
their sore spots by declaring that “after 
all he isn’t exactly sure that Normal 
did win.’’ You were defeated, Albion, 
fairly and squarely.

Magnet Does Heavy Drawing. 
A. steel needle which had been made 
| a powerful magnet by a heavy electric 
| surrent gave one strong pull and drew 
| xo it a speck of steel, which, imbedded 
|n the eye of Gus Feierstein, in this 
sity, threatened to make him blind. 
The operation was performed at the 
eye and ear infirmary and aroused the 
‘interest of oculists generally. 
Before the magnet was brought into 
play the exact location of the trouble- 
some speck was located by an X-ray 
ohotograph. A slight incision was 
made into which the point of the in- 
strument was placed. Then as the 
surrent was turned on the piece of 
steel was drawn from its lodging place. 
Water Carts in London. 
The London sweets in summer are 
sarefully disinfectec vy means of water 
` sarts, which are at work by day and 
night, while the openings of the sew- 
ers are also strewn with a disinfectant 
oowder of the same sort as that used 
in solution for the water carts. The 
powder used in watering the streets is 
sommercially pure potassic perman- 
ganate, or permanganate of potash, a 
powerful oxidizing agent. Qne ounce 
is sufficient for 100 gallons of water, 
so that four ounces suffice for a tank- 
load, which contains 400 gallons of 
water. 


| New Sleeve. 

| One of the newest sleeves is made in 
one length, but in two parts, the under 
side being straight and unimportant. 
The upper part of the sleeve shows 
three large tucks at the top, says the 
Philadelphia Press, and these are re- 
peated at the wrist, the lowest one 
forming a bell-shaped cuff over the 
hand.

POOR ALBION, 


In the current issue of the Michigan 
Christian Advocate, which came out to- 
day, there appeared, under the head of 
“Albion Notes” a comprehensive write- 
up of the recent Albion-Normal orator- 
ical contest. Among the gems of thought 
scattered through the hundred odd lines 
of the article there glistened the fol- 
lowing: 

‘““Albion had the affirmative—by far 
the harder side—of the question: ‘Re- 
solved, that the United States construct 
and control of the Nicaragua canal.’ 

“The decision of the judges was two 
to one for the negative. Much dissatis- 
faction has been manifested over the 
outcome. Even the Normal debaters 
had not expected to win. The impar- 
tiality of the judges is undoubted, how- 
ever. Prof. McLaughlin, in an inter- 
view after the contest, stated that he 
was undecided how to cast his vote un- 
til the last moment, and was not yet 
sure that he had decided correctly. He 
gave as his reason for the decision ihat 
Albion had not tried to meet certain of 
their opponents’ arguments, though he 
believed they could easily have done so 
had they tried. Whatever the outcome 
we are to be proud of our team.” 

It would have been rather better taste 
on the part of the Albionites to have 
preserved absolute silence upon the 
subject of the contest than thus to have 
laid bare to public gaze their troubled 
hearts and the ranklings of defeat deep 
within. That they should have felt dis- 
appointed is to be expected. That they 
had not sufficient self-control to con- 
ceal their grief is to be deplored. It 
hardly seems fair to the board of judges 
to drag one of the members into print 
and make him piace public balm upon 
their sore spots by declaring that “‘after 
all he isn’t exactly sure that Normal 
did win.’’ You were defeated, Albion. 
fairly and squarely. Take your medi- 
cine with a straight face and don’t run 
around for jelly or sugar or cold tea to 
make it taste better.
